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INTRODUCTION 



Numbers 

This Inquiry was concerned, In round numbers, with the li million 
births which occurred In England and Wales In 1949 and 1950, with 
the 33,000 ot them which were stillbirths, and with the 44,000 
deaths In the first year of life. The opportunity was also taken to 
study the 1,600 deaths In the second year of life of the children 
born In 1949. A total of some 80,000 deaths and stillbirths Is thus 
analysed In this report. 

purpose and Opportunity 

The purpose of the Inquiry was to study the action and Inter- 
action of certain social and biological factors on the Infant 
mortality and stillbirth rates. The opportunity to carry It out 
was created by the Population (Statistics) Act, 1938 which provided 
for the recording, under conditions of confidentiality and for 
statistical purposes only, ot the mother's age, the number of 
previous children bom to her and the date of her marriage, tor 
every confinement In England and Wales from July 1938 onwards. The 
mother's age and the number ot her children are the principal 
"biological" factors concerned In the Inquiry. From 1938 therefore, 
the basic data existed for a study of the relationship between 
these factors (and other "biological" ones, such as multiple birth, 
which had been recorded for many years) and the Infant mortality 
and stillbirth rates. Further, from a study of the documents of 
birth and death registration, It was now possible to Investigate 
the relationship between these biological factors and the more 
commonly studied ."social" factors, such as the father's occupation 
and "social class", the part of the country where the parents 
lived, and the legitimacy of the Infant. Hence It was possible to 
find out, for example, how much of the component In the variation 
of infant mortality which was apparently social was due to associa- 
tions between social and biological variables, and how much 
appeared to be Independently due to each group ot factors. 

Pubi i shed work 

A series of papers giving the main results of the Inquiry have 
been published under the overall title of "Social and Biological 
Factors In Infant Mortality" (see Appendix I). These have shown how 
stillbirth, neonatal and post-neonatal mortality rates vary with 
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the mother's age and the numher of her previous children {Diagrams 1 
and 2), and certain "vulnerable groups" of Infants have been defined. 
The social component In the variation of Infant mortality, In so far 
as this Is measured by social class, the father's occupation, or the 
area of residence of the parents. Is affected very little by the 
fact that women have their babies at different ages and have 
different sized families In the various classes (Diagram S), or In 
one part of the country as compared with another. Moreover, the 
effects of maternal age and size of family on mortality seem to be 
much the same In different social groups and different parts of the 
country. Conversely, the social and geographical effects are 
remarkably consistent at different ages and parities (Diagram 4). 

The historical trends of mortality among children of men in the 
five social classes and In a number of occupational groups have been 
considered and. In spite of the striking reductions In mortality 
over the forty years from 1911 to i960, during which period con- 
siderable social change occurred, the relative differences In morta- 
lity rates between classes and occupations have remained very 
similar (Diagram 5). An analysis has also been made of how the per- 
centage of women confined at home In 1950 varied In relation to 
their age and parity and the number of previous children they had 
lost. In different social classes and different parts of the country. 
These percentages were compared with the perinatal mortality rates 
of the women concerned, and It was shown that certain groups of 
women whose babies suffer a high mortality are less likely than the 
average to be confined In hospital (Diagram 8). 

The present report 

Analysis of the data continues, and further papers In the series 
will be published In due course. There Is, nevertheless, so much 
material that many aspects of the data cannot possibly be dealt with 
properly, and. In any case, the original data will probably be more 
useful for some readers than reports of selected aspects. Such an 
Inquiry as this is unlikely to be undertaken again In the foresee- 
able future, and In spite of the lapse of time many of the results 
are. In the nature of things, likely to be of continuing Interest. 

For these reasons It was decided to publish without Interpretation 
as much of the original material as was practicable. Inevitably 
selections have had to be made but Appendix II shows how much other 
data are available, and anyone who wishes to consult this 
unpublished material should communicate either with the Social 
Medicine Research unit or the General Register Office. 

Because of the large number of births and deaths covered by this 
report the main trends of the stillbirth rate, of the neonatal 
mortality rate and of the post-neonatal mortality rate In relation 
to the most Important variables - the mother's age, her parity, 
the social class of the father and the part of the country in which 
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the parents lived - can be regarded as authoritative for the period 
to which they refer. Further, In terms of one of the main alms of 
the Inquiry, the variation of the mortality rates In relation to 
each of these main variables while one or more of the others was 
held constant has been established. In the process the contemporary 
ranges of these mortality rates In England and Wales have been 
described. Some of the lowest rates show what can be achieved In 
the present state of medical knowledge. "Vulnerable groups" with 
particularly unfavourable rates have been defined. For example, 
babies born to young mothers with several other small children are 
especially subject to death In the post-neonatal period. Also, 
stillbirths are particularly common among "elderly prlmlparae" and 
mothers of large families; and women who have lost previous 
children are liable to lose their babies In the perinatal period 
(Diagram 7). Ihese groups are a guide at the least to where pre- 
ventive measures might be taken. 

Infant mortality remains an Important problem In spite of the 
recent and continuing fall In the rate. The stillbirth rate, which 
has remained constant In recent years. Is as stubborn as any In 
modern British vital statistics. Infant deaths and stillbirths 
together form an appreciable proportion (some 7 per cent) of all 
deaths and, by definition, a greater proportion of the total 
wastage of life caused by untimely death. The approach through 
mortality Is therefore worth-while In Itself. It Is the more worth- 
while If the reasonable assumption Is made that the circumstances 
which favour Infant death also favour 111 health In Infancy. The 
main contribution which the epidemiological method can make In our 
present Ignorance of the Immediate, Intimate causes of stillbirth 
and neonatal mortality Is to distinguish sections of the population 
with high mortality rates, and low, so that underlying causes of 
mortality can be postulated. These causes are likely to be general 
and non-specific; and they may well offer opportunities for pre- 
ventive action. 



METHODS USED IN THE INQUIRY 



Basic document 

The basic document used In this study was the "draft entry", a 
form normally completed by the local registrar from Information 
supplied to him by the "Informant" of a birth or death (who Is 
usually one of the parents). These draft entries are not what are 
commonly called the birth and death "certificates". For birth, the 
"certificate", which Is a copy of the entry In the register, does 
not contain the confidential data obtained under the Population 
(Statistics) Act. The place of residence of the parents, and other 
data such as the father's occupation, the name of the child. Its 
sex and place of birth, do appear, but details of the mother's age. 
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her previous children and the date of her marriage do not, For 
deaths, the cause of death Is normally taken from a doctor's 
"certificate of cause of death", and Is copied on to the draft 
entry and Into the register hy the registrar together with other 
relevant Information, e.g. age at death, obtained directly from the 
Informant. 

Relating Births to Deaths 

The essential practical problem was to find which of the babies 
born In England and Wales In 194B and 1950 died In Infancy and then 
to match the corresponding death and birth registration records. 

After various relatively unsuccessful pilot trials In 1948, which 
used different methods of tracing, a method was evolved which proved 
very successful In practice and which depended on the war-time 
National Registration system, then still In force. The method of 
matching consisted of searching the death draft entries, month by 
month, for deaths at ages under a year (and later under two years) 
when the baby could, Judging by the age at death, have been born In 
1949 or 1960. Copies of the relevant entries were then compared with 
an Index of babies born in 1949 and 1950 who had died. This Index 
was complied In the process of keeping the National Register up-to- 
date by the removal of the names of people who had died, and 
Included In It the baby's national registration Identity number. The 
letters of the Identity number represented the registration sub- 
district, and the figures the entry number In the birth register, 
for the child concerned. It was therefore possible to go straight to 
the relevant birth draft entry without further searching. In addi- 
tion the cards In the Index served as a check that no deaths had 
been missed. 

The birth records corresponding to 99.4 per cent of the registered 
deaths of the infants concerned were traced. The 0.6 per cent of 
deaths for which no birth records could be traced were analysed but 
there was no Important variation In the percentage which could not 
be traced, except that there was an Increase to 1.9 per cent 
untraced for the deaths of Illegitimate babies. There Is, of course, 
no record of deaths which may not have been registered, but under- 
reglstratlon of deaths. It It exists at all. Is so small as not 
to have any significant effect on the vital statistics of this 
country. 

It was possible that emigration might have had an effect on the 
results since the births studied were those that occurred In England 
and Wales In 1949 and 1950 and we were Interested In which of those 
particular children died - that Is to say deaths were to be related 
to a true denominator on a "follow-up" or "cohort" basis. If a death 
occurred In this country of an Immigrant child It was Identified 
because the Identity number on the Index card would not refer to a 
registration district In England and Wales. Such deaths were excluded. 
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similarly children horn In England and Wales In 1949 or 1950 who 
emigrated and died under the age of one year should have been 
Included, but It was not possible to collect Information for 
children concerned who died outside the United Kingdom. By the hind 
co-operation of the Registrars General concerned relevant deaths In 
other parts of the United Kingdom were traced and the necessary 
Information collected. It was possible, however, by the study of 
emigration returns, to estimate the number of children 
emigrating at different ages and the ages and parities of their 
mothers. A 10 per cent sample of such returns showed that, on 
any reasonable assumptions, neonatal death rates would not be 
affected at all and that post-neonatal rates would not be appreci- 
ably affected. 

The Cohort 

The prospective method used In this Inquiry, of following up all 
the births that occur in a given time and place, has some Important 
advantages, although, as seen above In connection with emigration. 

It also raises some problems. Its main advantage is that the rates 
are "true" rates. There Is no need to estimate a population, as for 
Instance In estimating "related" births. In particular when dealing 
with mortality rates of the children of men In Individual occupa- 
tions there Is no problem, as there is In most occupational studies, 
of dealing with one description of a man's occupation for the 
denominator (e.g. the census description) and another description 
(e.g. the death registration infomatlon, often given by a different 
person and at a different time) for the numerator of a rate. In this 
Inquiry the occupational description given at birth registration Is 
used throughout, and though It may sometimes be vague or Inaccurate, 
the sources of error which stem from taking occupational descrip- 
tions from two different sources do not arise. 

The Information In the Inquiry as a whole applies always to the 
circumstances obtaining at the birth of the child, and not at the 
death. This Is of particular Importance in the study of the morta- 
lity among children born Illegitimate. 



GENERAL NOTES 

It has been the general rule not to Include in this report data 
which Is given annually In the Registrar General's Statistical 
Review, but to restrict publication to material not normally 
available. 

Single, legitimate births 

Because the mother's parity is not given at the registration of 
the birth of an Illegitimate child the main body of the data In this 
report relates to children registered as legitimate at birth. 
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similarly, leoause the mortality of multiple births Is high and 
constitutes a separate problem the main tables are restricted to 
single births. 

Most tables therefore deal with single, legitimate births. The 
rates for Illegitimate and multiple births are dealt with separately 

Numbers of births and deaths 

The principle has been observed of giving full details, both of 
the deaths and stillbirths and the numbers of births concerned In 
the various rates, as consistently and In as great detail as 
possible, so that readers are free to make their own amalgamations 
of categories of, for Instance, maternal age and parity. Bates are 
frequently given, but space Is limited, and It was often felt that 
It was more Important to give the original numbers of deaths and 
births than to publish these rates. This applies to division of the 
material by sex In some tables, or Into the two main components of 
the first year, the neonatal and post-neonatal periods. In others. 
Sometimes, as for Instance In the causes of death among twins and 
other multiple births, the numbers are small but nevertheless of 
possible Interest, and they are shown without rates. 

I9N9 and/or 1950 

Whenever possible the data In both years 1949 and 1950 have 
been given, but this could not always be done. Some tables deal 
with the births of 1949 only, and others with those of 1960. This 
Is Inevitable for practical reasons. The two years' data were pro- 
cessed at different times; lessons learned In the first year could 
be applied In the second: unprofitable tabulations were dropped 
and others Introduced; for reasons of economy some variables could 
only be Introduced at all If they were dealt with In one year's 
data and excluded In the other. The main purpose was to cross- 
tabulate the Important variables In as great detail as possible and 
this was given priority over the full exploitation of the possibi- 
lities of other variables which seemed at the time to be less 
Important for the purposes of this Inquiry. 

Small numbers 

When the number of deaths In any cell of a table was less than 
80 the rate was not calculated. 

Causes of death 

Causes of death were recorded on the Medical Certificate of Cause 
of Death which, In Its essentials. Is the same as the International 
Certificate. Assignments of the cause of death were made 
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according to the sixth revision of the International Statistical 
Classification*. 

Infant Mortality among Illegitimate Children 

A child is classified as Illegitimate at the time of death If 
the mother's name appears In the death register Instead of, or as 
well as, the father's. The Illegitimate Infant mortality rate Is 
ordinarily calculated by dividing the number of children who died 
under one year of age and whose mothers' names appeared In the death 
entry by the number of Illegitimate births. Some babies are 
"legitimated" between birth and death by the marriage of the parents 
or by adoption. In addition. It Is also possible for an Illegitimate 
child to be classified as legitimate at death because the Informant 
wrongly gave the father's name when the death was registered. It 
will be seen therefore that the numerator and denominator of the 
Illegitimate Infant mortality rate do not relate to the same 
children, and consequently the rate understates the position in 
regard to the number of children registered as Illegitimate at birth. 

In 1950, for example, there were 35,250 Illegitimate live births; 
there were 1,347 deaths under one year of age among these children 
In 1950, but only 1,164 were classified as Illegitimate at death. 

The "normal" Illegitimate Infant mortality rate was, therefore, 

1164 X 1000^ _ 1,000 live births'!'.

183 registrations to legitimate deaths did not appreciably affect 
the legitimate infant mortality rate. The difference between the 
."normal" illegitimate rate and that based on Illegitimacy at birth 
is considerably greater for post-neonatal deaths than for neonatal 
deaths because there has been a longer Interval in which to 
"legitimate" the baby for the post-neonatal deaths, and a higher 
proportion of them are consequently affected. 

As the data In this volume relate generally to the Information 
given at birth registration the Illegitimate infant mortality rates 
are calculated by the second of the two methods and are therefore 
greater than those normally given in the Registrar General's 
publications. For further discussion of this subject readers are 
referred to the Registrar General's Statistical Review of England 
and Wales, 1955, Part III, Commentary, page 95.

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DEFINITIONS 



Stillbirth. A child which has issued forth from its mother after the 
28th week of pregaancy which did not breathe or show any other sign 
of life. 

Infant mortality, includes all deaths in the first year of life. 

Neonatal mortality, Includes deaths in the first four weeRs. 

"Early" neonatal mortality - includes deaths in the first week 
"Late" neonatal mortality - includes deaths after the first week 
but before the end of the fourth week. 

Post-neonatal mortality includes deaths after the first four weeks 
but before the end of the first year. 

Perinatal mortality, in this report, includes stillbirths and deaths 
in the first week of life. 

Mother's age. The stated age last birthday of the mother at the 
birth of the child. 

Mother's parity. Unless otherwise stated the mother's parity is 
defined as the number of her previous children (living, dead and 
stillborn) of all marriages. 

Social class. Social classes are assigned according to the occupa- 
tion of the father as stated at birth registration In accordance 
with the Classification of Occupations^* Examples of the occupations 
Included are given below: 

Social Class I: Professional occupations 
Social Class II: Farmers, teachers, shopkeepers, managerial 
occupations 

Social Class III: Skilled occupations - fitters, clerks 
Social Class IV: Semi-skilled occupations - farm workers, 
machine minders 

Social Class V: Labouring occupations - railway porters, 
kitchen hands 

Regions and, regional groups. The regions are the standard regions 
of England and Wales as defined in the Registrar General's 
Statistical Review and In Appendix III. The regional groups are as 
shown In the lower part of Diagram 4 and Include the following 
standard regions:

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Regional Group A: Southern, Eastern, and London and South Eastern 
B: South Western, Midland and North Midland 
C: Northern, North Western, and East and West 
Ridings 
D: Wales 

Conurbations. The conurbation areas used In this volume are those 
which were agreed In 1950, under the aegis of the Interdepartmental 
Committee on Social and Economic Research and the Central 
Statistical Office, for the presentation of official statistics 
generally. They each consist of an aggregation of entire local 
authority areas and are constituted as shown In Appendix IV. 

Legitimacy at birth. A birth may be classified as Illegitimate from 
the Information given to the registrar at the time of the birth. 
This Includes the name of the father and the name of the mother for 
entry In the register. In addition the Informant Is required to 
state for statistical purposes the date of marriage and particulars 
of previous children. Whether a child Is or Is not legitimate can 
thus be deduced from the Information given without any direct 
question being put concerning legitimacy.

The material In this Inquiry has been analysed In considerably 
greater detail than has been shown In the published papers or In tile 
tables In this report. These further analyses, which are In manu- 
script form, can be consulted at the General Register Office or at 
the Social Medicine Research Unit.* Photostat copies can also be 
obtained on payment of the cost of photography. The list given below 
Is a general Indication of the content of these more detailed tables: 

1. Year of birth. Wherever this report gives the data for the two 
years 1949 and 1960 combined the data Is also available for 
each year separately. 

2. Age at death. Wherever this report gives the data for all 
deaths under one year of age (Infant mortality) the data Is 
also available separately for neonatal deaths (under 4 weeks) 
and post-neonatal deaths (between 4 weeks and one year). 

3. Duration of marriage. A great deal of Information Is available 
about the relationship of the duration of the mother' s marriage 
at the time of the birth of her child to the mortality of the 
child concerned. This Information, which has some relevance to 
the problem of the effect on mortality of the spacing of 
births. Is analysed In relation to the other main variables In 
the Inquiry in considerable detail. In particular this means 
that more detailed Information than Is given In the report Is 
available about the mortality of children born In the first 

9 months of marriage, the great majority of whom will therefore 
have been conceived before marriage. 

4. Occupation of the father. Tables are available, analysed by the 
mother's age and parity, by the sex of the Infant and by the 
cause of and age at death, showing the mortality of the child 
In relation to the occupation of the father at the time of the 
birth of the child. Occupations have been grouped Into 24 
occupational groups. Some of this Information has been published 
(see items 3 and 5 of Appendix I).

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5. Region and type of area. Much more Information than Is shown In 
the report Is availatle dealing with the relationship between 
the mortality of the child and the part of the country In which 
the parents lived at the time of the child's birth - both In 
terms of the 10 standard regions and the conurbations, other 
urban areas of differing sizes and rural districts. This 
analysis Is also related to the other main variables In the 
Inquiry. 

6. Hospital and domiciliary confinement. Because much of the Infor- 
mation on this subject has been published (Heady and Morris, 

1956) It was not Included In this report. There Is, however, 
much detailed Information about the place of confinement 
(whether In hospital, nursing home or elsewhere) available for 
the births of 1950. Mortality rates according to the place of 
confinement have not been computed for the country as a whole, 
but such rates are available for the County of London In 1949 
and 1960, and they are analysed In relation to maternal age, 
parity and the father' s social class. 

7. Loss of previous children. More Information than Is shown in 
this report Is also available about the relationship between 
Infant mortality and stillbirths and the death or stillbirth of 
previous children of the same mother. It Is hoped that some of 
this Information will be published later. 

8. Month of birth. Information Is available about the mortality of 
children born at different times of the year for the births of 
1960. 

9. Certified causes of death. The certified causes of death have 
been analysed In terms of the main variables In the Inquiry In 
greater detail than It was possible to show In this report. 

10. Death in hospital and post-mortem investigations. In an attempt 
to approach the problem of the validity of the cause of death 
as entered on the death certificate tables were prepared for 
most of the Important causes of death showing how many deaths 
had occurred In hospital and In how many a post-mortem Investi- 
gation had been carried out. This Information was analysed also 
in relation to the age at which death occurred and the standard 
regions of the country. 

This list shows the main subjects on which further Information Is 
available. It cannot Indicate all the detail. In particular the extent 
to which the different factors are cross-tabulated cannot be shown. 

If information about such details and complexities Is required It Is 
available on request.
